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INTRODUCTION 

Communicable  disease  morbidity  statistics  for  North  Carolina,  1962  are  herein  presented  as  Part  I  of  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Statistics  Section.  Natality  and  mortality  data  wilt  be  published  as  Part  II 
later   in   the  year. 

A  discussion  summary  appears  on  this  and  the  following  page.  Population  data  and  general  summary  tables 
showing  the  reported  Incidence  of  reportable  communicable  diseases  in  1962  by  county,  age,  month  of  onset,  sex, 
and  color  comprise   the  body  of   this   report.      More  detailed  summaries  are  given   for  certain  selected  diseases. 

SOURCE  OF  DATA 

These  data  were  derived  from  report  cards  received  from  military  bases,  local  physicians,  health  depart- 
ments, and  hospitals  in  North  Carolina,  and  through  interstate  reciprocal  notification  of  disease.  All  death 
certificates  which  1 ist a  reportable  communicable  disease  as  a  cause  of  death  are  checked  against  the  case  report 
files.  Case  reports  are  then  obtained  for  all  previously  unreported  cases.  Certain  more  detailed  information 
than  that  published   in   this   report   is  available  upon   request. 

REPORT  PERIOD 

The  data  included  in  this  report  represent  cases  of  communicable  disease  with  onset  in  1962  with  the  excep- 
tions of  amebiasis,  leprosy,  tuberculosis,  and  the  venereal  diseases  which  are  by  date  of  report.  Reports  of 
all  cases  having  their  onset  in  1962  and  received  during  the  period  January  |,  1962  to  January  31,  1963  and 
those  with  unknown  date  of  onset  recieved  in  |962  are  included.  For  those  diseases  tabulated  by  date  of  report, 
all    1962   receipts  are    included,    regardless  of  onset  date. 


The  cases  included  in  this  report  with  the  exception  of  the  venereal  diseases,  are  for  residents  of  North 
Carolina  and  are  allocated  to  county  of  residence  of  the  patient.  Venereal  disease  cases  are  allocated  to  county 
of  report  unless   reported  byahospital   or   institution,    in  which  case  assignments  are  made  to  county  of   residence. 


All    rates  shown  are  per   100,000  population.      Morbidity   rates   for  the  past    16  years  for  selected   reportable 
communicable  diseases  are  presented   in  table  ^  to  show  trends. 


North  Carolina  population  by  county  and  color,  |962  and  by  color  and  sex,  1936-1962  are  given  in  tables  | 
and  2   respectively. 

Population  data  used  in  this  report  for  1936-1962,  other  than  the  three  census  years  (1940,  1950,  I960) 
were  estimated  by  the  U.  S.  Census  Bureau  1936-1949,  and  by  the  Public  Health  Statistics  Section  1951-1962.  The 
arithmetic  method,  which  assumes  the  same  average  annual  numerical  increase  or  decrease  for  the  succeeding  decade 
as  occurred  between   two  known  census  years,    was  used    in  estimating  the   total    population   since    1950. 

DISCUSSION 

In  1962,  continued  progress  was  noted  in  the  field  of  communicable  disease  control.  However,  the  presence 
of  a  statewide  influenza  B  epidemic  and  the  continued  high  rates  of  infectious  hepatitis  during  this  year  served 
once  again  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  there  are  still  many  perplexing  unsolved  problems  in  the  field  of  communi- 
cable disease  control.  Communicable  disease  control  will  continue  to  be  an  essential  activity  of  preventive 
medicine  for  a  long  time  to  come. 

Amebiasis  -   ||    reported  cases,   3   less  than   last  year. 

Eleven  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported  and  confirmed.  Eight  of  the  eleven  cases  were  in  the  nonwhite 
population.     Twelve  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported    in    I96l. 

Forty-two  cases  of  infectious  encephalitis  were  recorded  during  1962.  This  represents  an  increase  of  |5 
cases  when  compared  with  I96|.  This  increase  may  be  attributed  to  |9  sudden  deaths  in  infants  and  children  from 
encephalitis  of  unknown  etiology  between  January  |  and  May  |,  1962.  Again,  encephalitis  of  unknown  etiology 
represented  the  largest  percentage  of  reported  cases  of  infectious  encepnal i tis.  This  is  another  communicable 
disease  field  where  much  needs  to  be  learned. 

Four  hundred  f orty- four  cases  of gastro-enteri tis,  incl  uding  salmonel losis,  shigellosis,  staphylococcus,  and 
other  unknown,  were  reported.  Of  course,  this  is  onlyasmall  percentage  of  the  total  amount  of  foodborne  illness 
jn  the  state  during  a  given  year.  An  increased  number  of  food  poisoning  outbreaks  was  noted  this  year,  particularly 
in  schools,  in  most  of  these  instances,  food  was  no  longer  rvailablc  when  the  outbreak  was  recognized  so  definite 
source  and  etiology  could  not  be  proven  in  most  instances.  Plans  were  formulated  to  set  up  a  system  whereby 
school  cafeterias  would  save  a  sample  meal  for  one  day  following  serving  in  case  a  foodborne  outbreak  should 
result   from  a   particular  meal. 


As  in  1961,  infectious  hepatitis  continued  to  be  a  major  communicable  disease  problem.  In  1962,  1,765 
cases  of  infectious  hepatitis  were  reported,  compared  to  2,187  cases  in  1961.  The  increase  in  the  number  of 
serum  hepatitis  to  18  cases  represents  the  result  of  more  intensive  hepatitis  case-finding  through  the  adult 
hepatitis  surveillance  program. 

One  case  of  leprosy  was  recorded.  Despite  intensive  investigation  of  this  case,  no  reasonable  source  of 
the  leprosy  could  be  found. 

All  cases  of  malaria  were  in  servicemen  who  contracted  the  disease  in  the  Orient. 

Onlv  15  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  13  of  which  were  said  to  be  paralytic,  were  recorded  this  year.  This 
represents  a  new  low  in  the  total  number  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis  reported  since  there  were  19  cases  reported 
last  year.  However,  the  13  cases  with  paralytic  poliomyelitis  represent  an  increase  of  ^  cases  over  I96|.  As 
in  1961,  there  were  no  epidemic  concentrations  of  this  aisease.  Plans  for  a  statewide  Sabin  oral  poliomyelitis 
vaccine  campaign  were  postponed  following  the  announcement  of  the  Surgeon  General's  Advisory  Committee  on 
Poliomyelitis  of  the  association  of  a  small  number  of  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  and  the  administration 
of  Sabin  vaccine.  For  the  present,  administration  of  basic  immunization  and  boosters  using  the  Salk  vaccine 
will  be  stressed  in  North  Carolina. 

irty-five  cases  of  Rocky  Mountain  spotted  fever  were  recorded  in  1962.  As  expected,  the  peak  of  occurrence 
in  May- September  and  again  there  was  no  concentration  of  cases  by  age  or  sex;  however,  12  of  the  35  cases 
from  the  Mecklenburg-Cabarrus  County  area.   The  reason  for  this  geographic  concentration  is  not 
readily  apparent. 

The  number  of  Group  A  streptococcus  infections  reported  was  not  indicative  of  the  total  yearly  incidence  of 
this  disease.   It  represents  only  a  small  percentage. 

Eleven  cases  of  tetanus  were  recorded  in  1962  as  compared  with  12  cases  in  |96|.  Six  of  the  II  patients 
died.  The  number  of  cases  of  this  dread  disease  remained  stable  despite  the  success  of  a  statewide  tetanus 
immunization  program. 

A  total  of  1,423  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  1962  is  compared  with  1,431  in  1961. 

Two  cases  of  trichinosis  were  both  found  to  be  due  to  the  tasting  of  raw  pork  during  the  preparation  of 
sausage. 

Only  5  cases  of  tularemia,  compared  to  10  reported  in  1961,  were  noted.  Again,  most  of  these  originated  by 
handling  and/or  skinning  of  wild  animals.  Thirteen  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  recorded  compared  to  23  cases  in 
1961.  One  small  family  outbreak  of  bacteriolog ical  1  y  proven  typhoid  fever  occurred  in  Robeson  County.  The 
source  was  an  elderly  male  in  the  household  (previously  unknown  carrier). 

Measles  exhibited  once  again  its  cyclic  behavior,  this  being  a  year  of  low  incidence. 

Two  reported  cases  of  endemic  typhus  could  not  be  confirmed  bacteriolog ical ly.  Although  no  cases  of 
undulant  fever  (brucellosis)  were  reported,  this  probably  does  not  represent  a  considerable  decrease  in  bru- 
cellosis incidence  over  previous  years.  This  disease  is  difficult  to  diagnose  and  known  to  be  prevalent  in  the 
hog  population  of  eastern  North  Carolina.  Many  cases  are  occupationally  related. 

One  hundred  fifty-two  cases  of  pertussis  were  recorded  in  1962-  This  represents  an  increase  over  118  cases 
reported  in  1961. 

Total  cases  of  the  venereal  diseases  reported  were  12,772  compared  to  12,536  in  1961.  The  only  important 
changes  noted  occurred  in  syphilis.  The  number  of  cases  reported  increased  from  3,410  (1961)  to  4,109  (1962). 
Primary  and  Secondary  syphilis  increased  38. 78/o  from  606  (I96l)  to  841  (1962)  following  the  pattern  that  began 
in  October,  1959.   Renewed  and  intensive  effort  in  the  control  of  infectious  syphilis  is  necessary.
